Colleges 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—The Leg 


islative Council discussed' brief] 
today the possibility of establish 
ing one or more junior college 
for Negroes. 


The question came up as D 


Lawrence davis, president of A 
kansas AM%N College described 
overcrowded conditions at the col- 
lege in presenting its budget re- 
quests for the 1963-65 biennium. 


Davis and Sam 'Anderson of 


Helena, vice chairman 
of the 


07' AM&N board, said the board had 


discussed the possible need for 
establishing branches of AM&N in 
other cities, but had not gone into 
details and mechanics. 


But Davis said the possibility is 


one the council should consider 
when it acts on AM&N's budget 
request. 


The council is nearing the end 


of a series of budget hearings; It 
will make recommendations to the 
1963 legislature. 


Anderson noted that AM&N, lo- 


cated al Pine Bluff, is the only 
state school for Negroes although 
Negroes compose 27 per cent of 
the state's population. The college 
is further handicapped, he said, 
because it must operate as a 
multi-purpose institution and offer 
degrees in 30 fields. 


"The board feels one shortcom- 


ing of the Negro race in Arkan- 
sas is that Negroes have not had 
the kind of training they should 
have had, especially in Uie voca- 
tional field," Anderson said. He 
said construction of a vocational 
training building on the Pine Bluff 
campus is nearing completion and 
the college soon will offer courses 
in electronics, cosmetology, radio 
and television repair, motor and 
appliance repair, air conditioning 
and practical nursing. 


Reps. Jack Oakes of Woodruff 


County and Marion Crank of Little 
River County expressed interest in 
the junior college proposed. Both 
said Negro residents of their areas 
lacked 
educational opportunities 


above the high school level and 
Crank said Negro leaders had ap- 
proached him about establishing 
some kind of college in southwest 
Arkansas. 


Davis said that AM&N's project- 


ed enrollment in 1972 will be 4,900 
students, about twice what the col- 
lege now has, and establishment 
of branches may be necessary. 


Davis called AM&N a "relief 


valve in social problems and a 
constructive force in the delicate 
area of race relations." 


The college received $908,750 last 


year and is asking an appropria- 
tion of $1,618,628 each year in the 
next bienium.

Cites Value 
of Medical 
Research 


Medical research, which produc- 


ed 
life-saving 
antibiotics, has 


helped add 22 years to the average 
American life span since the year 
1900, James C. Allen of El Dorado, 
told Hope Kiwanis Club yesterday 
at its noon luncheon meeting. 


He appeared on a program 
ar- 


ranged by Dr. Lynn Harris. The 
speaker is a representative 
of 


the drug industry, which spends 
millions of dollars 
annually on 


research. 


In his discussion of the "Re- 


wards of Research," the speaker 
pointed out that behind every new 
drug that reaches the American 
people approximately $6 million 
has already been spent in research 
and development cost 


He said in 1960 the pharmaceuti- 


cal industry invested about $200 
million in research, explaining thai 
"this is more than six times the 
total research expenditures of all 
the major 
national 
voluntary 


health agencies combined. 


He predicted 
that eventually 


diseases like cancer, heart trouble 
and mental illness will be con- 
quered. This will be largely due, 
he said, to the combined efforts 
of the 
nation's 
physicians and 


medical research scientisls and 
the! American drug industry. 


It took 14 years to conqueror 


polio, he pointed out, and research 
on cancer has been in progress for 
the past 20 years, but no positive 
cure. Some day it will come from 
medical research scientists and as 
a gift from God, the speaker pre- 
dicted.

NEW YORK AP) -

over taxes. At conferences here 
and in Washington the two sides 
are outlining their views. The de- 
bate is as much over the kind of 
taxes as over the high rates. 


The final stands may be made 


clear when the President address- 
es a group of businessmen here 
Dec., 14 and perhaps reiveals the 
forms his proposals to the new 
Congress will take. 


At today's hearing in Washing-] 


ton businessmen are telling the 
Internal Revenue Service their 
objections 
to

perplexities 


about the new rules it proposes 
on expense account deductions. 
Commissioner Mortimer M. Cap- 
lin says the hearing well may 
lead to a relaxation of some of 
the proposed .crackdown. 


In New York, businessmen and 


federal legislators are discussing 
the wider problem of tax reform 
at a meeting of the Tax Founda- 
tion, a nonprofit research body- 
long dedicated to seeking lower 
tax burdens and less government 
spending. 


And the complications of the tax 


rules decreed' in the Revenue Act 
of 1962 will be discussed in Wash- 
ington next week at a meeting of 
business executives, their tax at- 
torneys, and federal tax adminis- 
trators, sponsored by 
1 the Federal 


Bar Association and Foundation 
and The Bureau of National Af- 
fairs Inc. 


All hands agree that they'd like 


to see the nation's economy grow 
faster and that the burden of high 
taxation may be holding this back 
The rub comes when tax cuts 
mean still higher Treasury defi 
cits. This brings up the ticklish 
question of holding down govern 
ment spending and how and if this 
can be done, or even if it shoulr 
be done. 


A call for "le.ss1 We'avy relian'ce 


on taxes which are imposed on 
business as such" is made today 
at the Tax Foundation meeting b> 
Prof. C. Lowell Hariss of Colum 
bia University. He says Congres 
should: "try to reduce rather than 
to enhance the deadweight bur 
den1 of lax compliance costs on 
business, as well as on the public 
generally." The costs include the 
fees of tax counsel and the sal- 
aries of tax managers, as well as 
businses activities changed 
or 


hampered by complying with the 
tax laws. 


But another speaker at the con- 


ference, Rep. Thomas B. Curtis, 
R-Mo., says real federal tax re; 
form can come only from expendi- 
ture cuts and the prospects for 
this in 1963 or in 1964 he calls 
grim.

LITTLE ROCK AP)-The Com- 


mission on Coordination of Higher 
Education Finance recommended 
today that faculty salaries at state 
institutions of higher learning be 
increased 15 per cent during the 
next biennium. 


The recommendation was one of 


several advanced by the commis- 
sion as its director, E. L. Angell, 
presented budget requests for the 
University of Arkansas and seven 
state colleges to the Legislative 
Council. 


The council is conducting a se- 


ries of budget hearings and will 
make its own recommendations on 
appropriations to the 1963 legisla- 
ture. 


Angell said the commission's 


study indicated the University of 
Arkansas would need a budget in- 
crease of $1,044,592 in 1963-64 and 
$1,209,077 in 1964-65 over the 1961- 
62 appropriation of $4,056,920. 


The 
seven colleges' will need! 


$V,572,898 more in 1903-64 
and 


$1,824,348 more the following year, 
compared to the 1961-62 outlay of 
$5,719,450, Angell said. 


Angell presented 
a 
detailed 


study of the academic structures 
of the institutions and their needs 
for additional facilities and oper- 
ating money. 


He said his commission was rec- 


ommending budget increases in 
three areas. 


First, he said, the Institutions 


need enough money to give the 
faculty a 10 per cent pay raise 
in 1963-64 and an additional five 
per cent the following year so that 
Arkansas can compete with neigh- 
boring states for professors. 


The average faculty salary at 


the University of Arkansas is 
$7,16$ a year, compared to a na- 
tional average of 
$8,540, 
he' 


said and the average pay in Ar- 
kansas colleges is $5,603, com- 
pared to a national average of 
$6,910. 


Second, he s'aidl the institutions 


must have funds to care for an 
anticipated enrollment increase of 
1,100 to 1963-64 and aa additional 


will need a total of $3.8 million 
during the next four years to reno- 
vate existing physical 
facilities 


and $4.5 million to take care of 
their needs for new buildings ovei 
the next 10 years. 


He said the diverse needs of the 


University of Arkansas preclude 
an overall recommendation on 
physical facilities at this time, bu 
that the university desperately 
needs an adequate library. 


Angell said it would be mor 


economical to build a new $2 mi! 
lion library than to add to tlv 
present building. The universit; 
is prepared to pay $500,000 of th 
cost, leaving $l'.5 million to be 
appropriated by the legislature.

Other residents of Clark County 
claimed to have seen panthers or 
mountain lions. 


Last year, a mountain lion scare 


shook the residents of Johnson 
County but the cat remains at 
large to this day despite an inten- 
sive search. Several people re- 
ported seeking a strange animal 
and trained dogs were thrown into 
the hunt. But a cat was never 
found.
